Of all the papers yet published on the 


Silver question, that of ex-Senator Wm. 
M. Stewart it the most unreliable and 
pernicious. It i» a tissue of inaccuracies 


d falsa conclusions. 
It i* a diatribe 


against the creditors of the Government, 
an unwaranted impeachment of the 
character of the American Congress and 
an insult to the intelligence and integ- 
rity ol the American people. 


The 
people 
of 
Nevada 
know 


and 
appreciate 
the magnitude of 


the silver itruggle; but they do not 
fail 
to 
perceive 
that 
its 
chief 


importance to them, lies, not iu repudi- 
ating the National debt, but in the fact 
that silver is the product of their great- 
eat industry and will gain by its con 
tinned use as money. No citizen of the 
State is against silver, or against the 
use of silver as money. All .are for the 
metal silver; but those of us who are 
wise, are not against the metal gold; for 
both gold and silver a,e products of the 
same branch of industry, drawn from 
the same matrix of nature. We are all 
for silver money; but those of us who 
are wise, are not against gold money 
We are against contraction ot the cur- 
rency no matter how produced. We 
are in favor of increasing the value o! 
our products by every lawful expedient. 
We are not so poor that wa need to be 
dishonest. We are neither bankrupts 
nor scoundrel*. We are able and will- 
ing to pay our debts, according to the 
spirit of the law, and the promise we 
made. 


The validity of every argument de- 


pends upon the accuracy of the facts as- 
sumed, and if the facts are not true the 
deductions, however logical, must be 
false. 


A TIS3OB OT i'ALBEHOODS. 


The facts which Mr. Stewart as 


dumes »3 the basis of his argument 
have not the slightest foundation in 
truth. Expressed in his own language 
they are as follows: The "bonded debt 
was at the time it was contracted an 
agreement on the part of the debtor to 
deliver to the creditor, at the various 
times named in the several contracts, 
either silver or gold at the option of the 
debtor." " * "The bondholder agreed 
to take either silver or gold." " 
"Through inadvertence or some secrei 
Agency the acts of 1873 and 1874 demon- 
etizing silver were passed without de- 
Bate, and without the attention of Con- 
gress being called to the subject." * * 
"The 
attention of Congress was not 


called to the fact that the silver dollar 
was omitted." * * "The fact was 
not observed 05 commented upon in 
either House." "The bondholding direc- 
tory was not satisfied with the simple 
omission of the standard dollar from the 
list of coins." * * * Its manipulators 
therefore, deemed it necessary to de- 
monetize the standard dollar and de 
atroy its legal tender quality. This was 
•urreptitiously accomplished. At 
th< 


time of the passage of the Act of Feb 
12, 1873, the Statutes of the Uaitei 
States were being revised. A provision 
•was inserted by some unknown agency 
destroying the legal tender character of 
4he standard dollar." * * * 


These are the asserted facts upon 


,* which Mr. Stewart's argument is founded 


and the quotations given fairly express 
the sense. The ultimate propositions 
assumed by Mr. Stewart are: First— 
That the National obligations at the 
time they were contracted were under- 
stood to be payable, in gold or silver, at 
the option of the Government. Second— 


Silver was secretly and fraudulently 
lemonetized at the instance, and in the 
nterest, of the bondholders. Third— 
die clause depriving silver of its eharac- 
er as a legal tender was surreptitiously 
nserted in the Revised Statutes by the 
codifyers. Fourth—The Act of 1873 
omitting the standard dollar from the list 
of coins, was passed through 
some 


secret agency, without debate, and with- 
out the attention of either House being 
called to the subject. Of all these facts 
so boldly assertad not one of them is 
rue. Of all tha conclusions stated every 
one of them is false. 


THE AOT DEMONETIZING SILVBB. 


The most unfounded and pernicious 


assumption of this remarkable address, 


contained in the charge that silver 


was secretly and fraudulently demonetized 
in 1873 and 1874 by snrreptitiously in- 
serting a section in the "Revised Statutes" 
of the Umted States; that "the Acts of 
1873 and 1874 demonetizing silver were 
oassed without the attention of (longresa 


called to the subject." These are 


serious charges and if true the perpetra- 
tor* of the crime deserve ;the severest 
punishment. If false, the man who 
makes the charge merits, and should re- 
ceive, the disapprobation of every good 
citizen. 


TUB TIUTTH. 


Now I declare the truth to be 


and will show by the proofs that silver 
wns 
completely 
demonetized sixteen 


montlis before the Jtem§ed Statutes were 
passed; that the Revised Statutes do not 
contain a word or syllable on the subject 
which is not contained in the Act of Feb. 
12, 1873; that it was neither secretly nor 
fraudulently done; that the attention of 
both Houses of Congress wag repeatedly 
called to the subject; that the Act was 
thoroughly "debated," its provisons ex- 
plained in detail, and well understood 
by the members of both houses; that 
Mr. Stewart himself both spoke to, and 
voted f£f the bill. 


The 
Revined 
Statutes 
of 
the 


United States to which Mr. Stewart 
refers were approved June 24, 1874. 
The Act suspending the coinage of 
the standard dollar, and limiting the 
legal tender qualtity of silver "to fire 
dollars in any one payment" was ap- 
proved February 12, 1873." Section 
fifteen of the Act of February 12, 1873, 
provides: "Section 15. That the silver 
coins of the United States shall be a 
trade dollar, a half dollar, or fifty cent 
piece, a quarter dollar, or twenty-five 
cent piece, a dime or ten cent piece. 
* * and'Baid coins shall be a legal Un- 
der at their nominal value for any amount 
not exceeding five dollars in any one pay- 
ment." 
Section 
seventeen provides: 


"Section 17. That no coins * * shall 
hereafter be issued from the Mint other 
than those of the denominations, stand- 
ards and weights herein set forth." 
Section 67 provides: "Seo. 67. That 
this Act shall be known as the 'Coinage 
Act of eighteen hundred and seventy- 
three' and all other Aets and parts of 
Acts pertaining to the Mints, assay of- 
fices and coinage of the United States 
inconsiiteut with the provisions of this 
Aot are Hereby repealed." (U. S. Stai- 
utes at Large, Vol. 17, page 427.) No 
stronger words to destroy the standard 
dollar and limit the legal tender charac- 
ter of silver money could be devised 
than the words'I have quoted from the 
Aot of Feb. 12, 1873. 
They are of the 


same precise import—they are the iden- 
tical words incorporated into the Re- 
vised Statutes and quoted by Mr. Stew- 
art, and denounced by him as a fraudu- 
lent interpolation 


The words of the 


Revised Statute are: 


"The silver coins 


of the United States 
shall be a legal ten- 
der at their nominal 
r a i n * f e r a n y 
amount not exceed- 
ing five dollars in 
any one payment." 
(Revised 
Statutes 


Sections 35 86.) 


The words of the 


Aot of Feb. 12, 
1873, are:

(U. S. S t a t u t e s , 
Vol. 17, p.i«e 427. 


By the Aot of 1373 the "standard dol- 


lar" was dropped from the list of coins. 
pSeo.'lS.j) The Aot that created it and 
made it a tender for debt, was expressly 
repealed. [Sec. 67.] The denomina- 
tions of the "Silver coins of the United 
States" were particularly prescribed. 
[Seo. 15.] The tender qualtity of sil- 
ver was distinctly limited to five dollars, 
and with unneeded particularity it was 
declared "that no other coins * of silver 
* * than those herein referred to shall 
hereafter be issued from the Mint." [8ec. 


16. J In view of thU array of evidence, 
what beoomes ot the unsupported asser- 
tion of Mr. Stewart, that the pro riaion 
"destroying the legal tender quality of 
the standard dollar" was inserted in the 
Revised Statutes "without the knowl- 
edge of Congress" and by some un- 
known, some secret agency." 
Is it not 


olear that nothing was inserted in the 
Revised Statutes which was •not con- 
tained in the Coinage Acs of 1873? 


THB ACT WAS TVELI, UNDEBSTOOD. 


The Aot demonetizing silver was not 


passed without the attention of Con- 
gress being called to the subject. The 
attention of Congress vfas distinctly and 
repeatedly called to the fact that the 
bill omitted the standard dollar from the 
list of coins and the fact was well-known 
to the members of both Houses. 
The 


fact was plainly disclosed in the bill. 
It was pointed out and coinrnvntod on 
by the special report of tha Treasury 
Department, presented to the Senate 
and printed at the, time the bill was in- 
troduced. It was mentioned in three an- 
nual messages to Congreis. The bill 
wat printed thirteen times during its 
progress to final passage. It was care- 
fully examined and considered by the 
Coinage Committees of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, and by a 
Conference Committee. It was debated 
In both Houses on numerous occasions 
during a period of nearly three years. 


The history of the matter, as shown by 


the public records and debates of Con- 
greis, is this: The Act was prepared by 
John Jay Knoi, then Deputy Controller 
of the Currency, at the instance of Geo. 
S. Boetwell, thea Secretary of the 
Treasury, and was by the Secretary 
transmitted to the Senate April 25, 1870. 
Accompanying the bill were the report 
of Mr. Enox, the suggestions of the 
Mint officials and Treasury officers, and 
the letter of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, which together with the bill were 
presented to the Senate and published 
in compliance of a resolution of that 
body. On motion of Senator Sherman 
five hundred 
copies (500) of the 


report were printed for circulation and 
use of the Sonata and Departments 
(Globe 1870-71, page 3051). A resolu- 
tion of like import was adopted in tha 
House of Representatives. The bill and 
aooompauyiuf documents were placed 
upon the desk of each Senator and 
member of Congreis. The report ol 
Mr. Knox which accompanied and was 
printed with the bill, explained in detai 
the provisions of the bill, and particu- 
larly referred to the tilver dollar and its 
discontinuance as • standard of value 
Under the bold sub-title, the 
"SiLVBU DOIO.AB—Iis DISCONTINUANCE 


AS A STANDABO," 


Mr. Enox said: "The coinage of the 
silver dollar piece, the history of which 
ii here givan, is diicontinued in the 
proposed bill." * * 
"The preneni 


gold dollar piece is made the dollar unit 
in the proposed bill and the silver dol- 
lar piece is discontinued," (Senate Mir 
oellaneous Documents, eta., 1869-1870, 
No. 132, page 10). The bill was dis- 
cussed in the Senate by Sherman, Nye, 
Caaserly,Cole, Rayard, Sumner, Morrill, 
Thurma'n, Edmunds and Mr. Wm. M 
Stewart, (Mr. Stewart's remarks are re- 
corded in the Congressional Globe for 
1870-71. page 371, 372, 373, 374, 377 
396, 397,) and after discussion, passed 
teat body January 10, 1871, Mr. Stew- 
art voting for the bill. The bill was 
amended in the Houie, and after ful 
discussion passed that body as ameudec 
May 27, 1872. It was returned to the 
Senate, discussed again, Mr. Stewar 
participating in the debates, and the 
Senate not concurring in the House 
amendments, the bill was referred to 
Conference 
Committee of the 
two 


Houses, consisting of Hayard, Sherman 
and Scott n» managers for the Senate 
and Hooper and Stoughtun as managers 
fer the House, and finally became a law 
Febuary 12, 1873, nearly three yean 
after its introduction. While the bil 
was pending in the House, Hooper o 
Massachusetts, Btonghtoo, of Michigan 
Potter, of New York, Kelly, of Penn 
sylvania, and others spoke to the meriti 
of the bill, explained its provision* in 
detail, and discussed its objects and 
effects at length and their remarks were 
printed in the "Globs" at the time they 
ware delivered. They particularly spok 
of the "silver dollar," of its "disuse in 
circulation," of the "useless expense o 
corning it," (Hooper, Globe, Vol. 102 
page 2305), of "gold coin aa the sol 
representative of the money unit,' 


Stoughton, same, page 2308), of a 
'legal tender coin of only one metal in- 
tead of two," (Potter, sam*, page 
1310), of legal tender coins which 
'should be of gold alone," (Stoughton, 
ame, page 2310), of its being imposai- 
ile "to retain the double standard" of 
'one standard coin which shall be a 
egal tender for all others" of "a sub- 
idiary coinage of silver which shall cir- 
culate * * aa a legal tender for a 
i mi tod amount," (EeJly, same, page 
2316.)
